When Is a Citizen Not a Citizen 

Casuistical and altogether. deceit- 
fully continued is the German Em- 
pire’s citizenship law, which was 
adopted by the Reichstag and Bun- 
desrath and signed July 22, 1913, by 
the German Emperor at Balholm, on 
the yacht Hohenzollern. The text 
of this law reads as follows: 

“Citizenship is not lost by one 
who, before acquiring foreign citi- 
zenship’ has‘ secured on application 
the written consent of the competent 
authorities of his home state to re- 
tain his citizenship. Before this 
consent is given the German Con- 
sul is to be heard.” , 

Which means that a man may 
take out naturalization papers and 
pass among us as a Canadian citi- 
zen while by secret arrangement he 
is really yet a German. -

Bituminous Sand on Mackenzie River 


Will the bituminous sands of the 
Mackenzie river supply the cities of 
Canada with the principal ingredient 
of thier asphalt pavements’ The de- 
partment of mines at Ottawa has had 
60 tons of this bituminous.sand mined 
and sacked.. On January 20, 15 teams 
left Athabasca Landing for Fort Mc- 
Murray, 252 miles away, to haul the 
sand to the C.N.R. line at Athabasca. 

This new sand will be tested in Ed- 
monton by City Engineer Latowinell, 
and if the results are satisfactory, it 
will no Jonger be necessary for Can- 
ada to go to Venezuela for its asphalt 
supply. 

The first bituminous sand was 
found on the shores of the Dead and 
Caspian seas, and it was used exten- 
sively in the building of the walls of 
Babylon,

“When it afterwards turned out that 
the Invincible type had a displacement 
of over 20,000 tons and heavy batter- 
ies of eight 12 inch guns, no change 
was possible and one could only take 
the Bhucher as she was. So she re- 
mained the only representative of her 
type and it was only with her succes- 
sor, the Van demTann that the series 
begins of those admirable German 
battle cruisers which were rightly 
famous throughout the whole world.”

Germans Are Now Firing New High 
Explosive Shells \ 

A recital of recent developments 
in the war by an official observer at- 
tached to the British military head- 
quarters, given out here, includes a 
description of new projectiles employ- 
ed by the Germans. 

“In some parts of our front the Ger- 
mans are firing a new type of high 
explosive ghell, detonating with a 
cloud of thick white smoke,” the fe- 
port says. “Their mine thrower also 
occasionally throws a large bomb or 
aerial torpedo, three feet nine inches 
long, and nearly ten inches wide, It 
weighs more than 200 pounds. 

“The anticipations of the enemy ag 
to the possible duration of the war,” 
the statement continues, “are showa 
by the measures they are taking to 
prepare for any shortage in certain 
classes of food. In some towns or- 
ders have been issued that all kitchea 
refuse not required by the inhabs- 
tants to feed their own animals shall 
be saved and handed over to the 
authorities. Efforts have been made 
also to gauge the public taste in the 
matter of preserved meats by selling 


salted beef, mutton'and pork at cost 
price.”

There are always three things up- 
permost in a -Bedouin’s mind—his 
gun, his horse and his wives. The 
most modern arms of precision have 
replaced the primitive spear, which, 
until a few years ago, was the usual 
weapon.

The youth anxious to obtain 
a bride forms a company of his com- 
panions, all mounted and well armed, 
while he also mounts on camels and 
horses ten women of his camp. They 
go secretly to the camp where the 
girl is, and while the young man and 
his companions wait with their rifles 
loaded and ready outside the tent, the 
women go into the apartmen’ of the 
harem and bring the girl out by 
force. She is then taken to the tent 
of the young man, who makes a feast 
and with this the marriage ccremony 
is complete.

It is believed, however, that the 
government .has b en devoting con- 
siderable attention to this subject and 
are quietly arranging to carry on the 
investigation requested. It is said that 
arrangements have reached the point 
where the personnel of the commis- 
sion is being discussed. 

Such a commission, if appointed, 
will probably be composed of a scien- 
tific agriculturalist, a practical farm- 
er, a financier, and one or more men 
connected with industrial I’fe and 
transportation. The names of Prin- 
cipal Black of Manitoba university 
and E. N. Hopkins, Moose Jaw, hon- 
orary president of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers, have been mentioned 
as men who would be worthy repre- 
sentatives as scientific and practical 
farmers on the commission, 

So far there has been no official an- 
nouncement either as to the policy of 
the government or to the personnel vt 
the commission, if one is appointed. 
It is believed, however, that some 
such action, as indicated, is underway 
vnd the suggestion as to representa- 
tives on the commission clearly indi- 
cates some action at once. 


Quick and Certain Profits to the Farm- 
er Who Raises Hogs 

There is no domestic animal that ad- 
justs himself to all climates, localities 
and variety of feeds as does his hog- 
ship. The large and the small farmer 
can truly boast of him as a mortgage- 
lifter.. When one takes a glance over 
the dafly receipts of our great hog 
markets he can hardly realize the im- 
mensity of the meat produced in pork, 
the countless number of people it 
feeds and the value of pork as com- 
pared with other varieties of meat 
consumed. That swine raising is the 
most profitable business a farmer can 
engage in is beyond dispute. It re- 
quires only limited meang and the re- 
turns are much quicker than with the 
raising of most other farm animals. 
To the small farmer four or five 
tows to farrow early in the spring will 
represent say around one hundred dol- 
lars. Take them and their produce 
well kept and cared for by October 1 
they will pay off quite a good sized 
debt in clear cash. 

We are also often reminded how 
small the profits of many steer feeders 
and dairymen would be if it were not 
for the good bunch of fat hogs that 
follow. after the cattle and swell the 
bank account to such an extent that 
they even make the cattle look good. 
If more farmers would use judgment 
in breeding and raising good hogs 
along with their other stock they 
would make a much better profit. 
Many farmers could keep several hogs 
to a good profit that do not keep any 
or only a few, especially is this true 
in the hilly and mountainous country. 

The first and one of the~most im- 
portant things to start with is the 
right kind of stock, the right kind of

Direct Taxation Will Yield Huge Re- 
turns Despite Loss of, Toll 

The official report made by the 
ways and means committee of the 
Russian Duma indicated that, despite 
the war, the government estimated 
that its ordinary income from direct 
taxes during the coming year will ex- 
ceed that of last year by 66,457,000 
roubles $33,228,500), The direct 
taxes Will be approximately 342,465,- 
000 roubles ($171,232,500). 

This is the first budget in which 
the income from alcoholic drinks will 
be eliminated. From nearly a bil- 
lion roubles ($500,000) from _ this 
source the government revenue will 
drop to a few million roubles, which 
will accrue from the sale of indus- 
trial spirits. 

The goverment anticipates no 
difficulty in raisin; by indirect taxes 
a sufficient amount to cover the de- 
ficiency due to lack of revenue from 
the gale of liquors. Notwithstanding 
the great percentage of laborers in 
the ranks of the army, it is pointed 
out that the efficiency of th re- 
maining, owing to enforced—-fobriety, 
has been increased from 6560 to 100 
per cent. The natural resources be- 
longing to the crown, such as oil 
fields, coal and copper mines, wood- 
land and prairie, which hitherto have 
not been exploited, have been given 
out in free concessions and are about 
to be developed, and from these the 
taxes, together with the land tax, it 
is calculated, will aggregate.a total 
of 694,000,000 roubles. 

Unofficially it ig learned that at a 
meeting in Paris between David 
Lleyd George, the British chancellor, 
Alexandre. Ribot, the French min- 
ister of finance, and Pierre L. Bark, 
the Russian minister of finance, there 
will be elaborated a plan to create a 
means of continuing the war, keep 
the finances of the’ respective coun, 
tries running smoothly, and maintain 
the currency of th, countries at near 
par.

Russian Hebrews are True 


Forgetting Persecutions, They Declare 
Fealty to Tsar and Rally to 
Defence of Country 

If anything stands out clearly on the 
pages of recent Russian history, 
writes George Kennan in the Outlook, 
it is the magnanimity and patriotism 
of the Jews. Denied many of the 
rights of citize.ship, forced to live 
in a great national ghetto, restricted 
in the learned professions, limited to 
a small quota of student in the uni- 
versities and schools, crowdeu into 
cities within the pale and expelled 
from cities without the pale, insulted 
constantly by the reactionary press, 
accused of “ritual mu. ier” in the 
courts, and beatén to death by pogrom 
rioters in the streets, the unfortunate 
Jews would seem to have little reason 
for loyalty or pat.iotic feeling; and 
yet since the war began they have 
subordinated personal resentment to 
a higher sense of duty, and, for the 
saxe of “the fatherland,” have done 
all that the most. ardent patriots 
could do to support the monaich who 
has oppressed them and to defend the 
state that has discriminated against 
them, 

As the war proceeded and the Tsar 
began to go back and. forth through 
Russia on his way to and from the 
front Jewish delegations in all the 
larger towns where he ctopped came 
to him with plates of bread and salt 
(the: Russian emblems of hospitality 
and good will) and presented him with 
addresses breathing the most ardent 
spirit of loyalty and patriotism, In 
one such address they said: 

“It gives us great happiness to know 
that our brothers and sons are shed- 
ding their blood for the sake of their 
monarch, for the honor of the country 
that is so dear to them and for the 
cause of right and justice with which 
your imperial majesty’s name will for- 
ever be gloriously associated, We beg 
you, O udar, to receive this as- 
surance of loyalty from your faithful 
subjects who are followers of the 
Mosaic law.”

What I can comprehend least of all 

is that a man who, like yourself, has. 
lived for years in Switzerland, sud/ 
denly allows himself to be “ooled by 

the Pan-Germanistic theories, and 

thereby contributes to outrages the 

rights of nations in this way. For

I have nothing but disdain. 

“If you ceceive my letter (which is 
very doubtful, since the Pan-Ger- 
mans abhor the truth and merely work 
with lies), then you will «now that I 
wish to see you no more in my place 
of business.

For that, however, you have deserved 
well at the hands of the Prussian 
junkers, who have been prevaring this

Dominion Department of Agriculture 
Issues Unique “War Book” 

‘The department of agriculture has 
issued and distributed an “agricultural 
‘war book,” published by the direction 
of Hon, Martin Burrell. The intention 
of the publication “is to “qncourage 
“patriotism, preduction, more than 
aerzal”. ie. 3 i ; 

i" The i ig eH agriduiture, in in- 
roduc} ng the volume, says: 

Y “Appro mately twenty million men 
have been mobilized in Burope. A 
large proportion of these have been 
withdrawn from the farms of the 
countries at war. Even in neutral 
counties. large numbers of food pro- 
ducers have beenicalled from the land 
to be ready for emergenciés, It is dif- 
ficult for us to realize what will be the 
effect on food production through the 
withdrawal of several million men 
from all the gréat agricultural coun- 
tries of Hurope. These millions cease 
to ‘be producers, they have become 
consumers—worse still, they have be- 
come destroyers of food. 

“While we all deplore this war, we 
believe that the present crisis will be 
productive of good results: toward 
Canada. Business men and the rank 
and file are uniting in showing their 
heroism in every way. They are ani- 
mated witu a spirit of loyalty and de- 
votion which will result in the build- 
ing up of a greater Canada, a greater 
expansion of manufacturing industries 


and the fevelopment of a new field for. 


our commercial activities. 

“Should the war continue into the 
summer of this year the food produc- 
tion in Burope cannot approach that 
of normal years. Looking: at the situ- 
ation in even its most favorable light, 
there will be a demand ofr food that 
the world will find. great difficulty in 
supplying. Canada is responding 
promptly to the call of the motherland 
for men-and equipment. Great Britain 
needs more than men, she must have 
food: We are sending of-our surplus 
now. We shoula prepare for a larger 
surplus this year and next year. 

“I would urge the farmer; to do 
their share in helping to assist the 
people of Great Britain who for many 
‘years have borne the burdan of a 
heavy tax for the maintenance of a 
great navy, in. preventing them from 
suffering want or privation. Do not 
sacrifice your live stock during the 
war crisis. 

“Apart from the practical ccrtainty 
that wheat and other foods this year 
will yield large financial returns to 
the producers, there is the great fact 
that the Canadian farmers, who by 
extra efforts, enlarge their wheat and 
other field crops and increase their 
live stock products, will be doing the 
best thing possible to strengthen the 
empire in its day of trial.” 

The book, which includes more than 
150 pages, contains an extract from 
the speech delivered by Sir Robert 
Borden in Winnipeg, articles by Hon. 
James Duff,-Ontario minister of agri- 
culture; Hon, G. -H. Murray, Nova 
Scotia, premiér; Hon. George Law- 
ence, Manitoba, minister of agricul- 
‘ture; Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Saskat- 
chewan, minister of agriculture; Hon.

Freed, to Act as Traitor 


Assertion of a French Soidier—Pass- 
ports and Large Sum of Money 
Given Him 


Fresh indications of the energetic 
efforts which the German government 
ig making to influence public opinion 
in France in favor of an early peace is 
Biven by a French non-commissioned 
officer who was taken prisoner at St. 
Mihiel on December 31, and has fre- 
turned to France via Switzerland. 

After his capture, the soldier says, 
he was taken to Metz, where he was 
interviewed by the German Socialist 
leader Sudekum, The latter tried to 
work upon the Fr nchman by argu- 
ing that France was serving the in- 
terests of England, that a separate 
peace with Germany would be for her 
great benefit, and that this could be 
brought about by the combined ef- 
forts of the Socialists of the two 
countries, who would issue a joint 
appeal to the working classes. 

The French soldier feigned agree- 
ment with the proposal that he should 
be set at liberty to return to France 
and carry ofa secret propaganda to- 
ward these ends, Civilian clothes, 
false Belgian passports and a large 
sum of money were given to him, and 
the Germans promised him that if his 
first tour in France succeedec they 
would send him there again with sup- 
plies: of pamphlets and placards for 
secret distribution. 24

to him was a project for fomenting a

‘ British Troops! Factor in Farming 


Plentiful Mixed Ration Has Been 
Worked Out on Scientific Basis 


A curious complaint about goldiers’ 
food in the field has just been receiv- 
ed. An officer writes home to iament 
the number.of pounds he has added to 
his weight in the trenches, saying he 
feeds almost too well without suffic- 
fent exercise. : 


Napoleon; who said, “An army 
fights on its stomach,”. would be aston- 
ished at the enormous deman:!s upon 
the endurance of the mén in this war, 
for he was never able to give his men 
the strengthening food well regulated 
armies receive nowadays. 


Attention is called, for instance, to 
the battle of Lule Burgar. The Turks 
lost because they had been starving 
for four days. The Bulgariins had 
their stomach full. The Turks were 
willing, but could not fight, and on 
their retreat many aied of sheer star- 
vation. The Belgians, and in many 
cases the Germans in Belgium, have 
been weakened by lack of food, al- 
though the German system in general 
is excellent. But the British soldiers 
has received his meals with great 
regularity. 


Here ts a list showing what each 
British privat? receives every 24 
hours: 1% 1b. of fresh meat o;. 1 Ib. 
preserved. meat; 1% Ib. bread;- 4 oz. 
of bacon; 3 oz of cheese; 4 oz. of 
jam; 83 oz, of sugar; % lb. of fresh 
vegetables or 2 02. dried vegetables; 
5% oz. of tea, coffee or cocoa; 2 oz, of 
tobacco or 50 cigarettes per week, 

This allowance is the result of care- 
ful study on the part of scientists. 
They have found that 2,000 calories or 
energy making units ane required to 
keep a man alive if he is lying in 
bed without mental or physical exer- 
cise. For a man marching 20 miles a 
day 4,500 calories a day are neces- 
sary. The British soldier receives 
5,000 calories so he has 600 to spare. 

In former British wars there has 
been enormous corruption and chaos, 
and the soldiers have often gcne hur- 
gry. Luckily, for two years before the 
war broke out the director of supplios 
and his staff had been studying every 
detail of a new method so that when 
the great 1 came the whole scheme 
was complete and perfect »oth as ie- 
gards supplies and transport. 

The contractor or middleman, the 
source of much corruption in the old 
days has been removed and the war

turers. . 

Acting in contiection with the loca 
government boari, tens of thousands 
of health officers all over the worid 
inspect the factories anu analyze the 
food to prevent adulteration, impurity 
or bad. quality, 

Another clever device ig the method 
of deliv.cy. The manu:acturer must 
send hig stores to the railwa:s with- 
out knowing their destination. If this 
were not so he might be able to load 
inferior goods in ships for ine con- 
tinent, know:ng well that the boxes 
would be opened too far away for in- 
spection or complaint. Under the new 
system these supplies must g to the 
govern:aent food depots at Liverpool 
or Leeds, where they come under the 
eyes of health officers and analysts. 

The army had large reserves of food 
when the war broke out, but in ten 
days these had been doubled, A stu- 
pendous plan was put i’to operaticn 
and it worked wonderfully. In France 
and Belgium one sees the army sger- 
vice corps and passes theii convoys 
on the roads. Interminaily, the motor 
trucks hurry from the bases to the 
fighting ilnes wit: _Tommy’s daily 
meals, with fresh bread baked on the 
railways and often even with fresh 
fruit from the south.

Putting One’s Faith In Live Stock 
When Grain Growing Does Not 
Pay 
While driving this summer through 
Red Lake county, Minnesote, the 
writer turned to his companion, who 
owned the automobile, and « ked if he 
might see s0me-of the interesiing di- 
versified farms of the county. The 
companion ahd owncr of tie car was 
Mr. Paul Carpenter, agricultural di- 
recttr of the Hed Lake Falls high 
school, who knew thle farms ard farm- 
ers of that county perhaps better than 

any other man in it. 

When the question was put to him, 
Mr. Carpenter hesitated a moment and 
then feplied: “This is largely a grain 
growing county as yet. Our farmers 
aré just beginning to diversify. But 
there is oné Man we can visit who 
broke away frora th. established cus- 
tom years ago and improved his farm 
growing cattle and hogs. I betieve he 
is the best farmer in the county.” 
S$? we turned the car toward the farm 
of Abraham Paquin. 

As his aame would imply, “the best 
farmer in Red Lake county” is of 
French blood, one of a colony of 
French-Canadians who emigrated to 
Minnesota in the early eighties and 
settled in Red Lake and adjoining 
counties., Mr. Paquin has been on his 
present location for 31 years. When 
he first took up his homestead, his 
finances were s0 low that he had to 
borrow a bed from a neigubor to have 
a place to sleep, an for two winters 
he worked in th. woods. A year ayo 
he sold 400 acres of ‘and for $26,000. 
Last spring he sold an additional 160 
acres for $4,000. He has 240 acres 
left,-and he OWns a creamery and 
cheese factory ‘n the town of Lam- 
bert and a general store in th) town 
vf Brooks. -Quite @ change from the 
bedless days. 

It is simply another case of putting 
one’s faith in live stock. Mr. Paquin 
never made any money with wheat. 
But insteaj cf tryiig to make up the 
deficit by growing more and more 
wheat, he turned to live stock and 
then his suecess began. Eleven years 
ago, with the morey made in this 
way, he started to increase his farm. 
He bought one quarter-section at 
3.50 an acre, one at $5 an acre, one 
at Be an acre and one at $20 an acre, 
making 800 acres in all. And during 
the past year he sold 560 acres at an 
average price of $54 an acre and still 
has a highiy improved 240 acre farm. 
It never could have been done with 
wheat. by 

Mr. Paquin’s live stock operations 
have included the growing and feed- 
ing of beef cattle and the raising of 
hogs. He has tricd dairy cattle but 
he likes the beef animal better. For 
years he carried from 60 to 100 head 
of this stock on his farm. He bought 
calves six months to a year old from 
neighboring farmers, grew them on 
corn silage, shorts, chopped straw and 
chaff, and turned them off to market 
at a profit. He had no silo, but he 
grew from 30 to 50 acres of corn and 
stacked it in the barn, The hogs were 
carried over on flax chaff anJj chopped 
hay mixed wtih low grade flour, about 
one pound of flour to each pig. He 
kept about 100 hogs on the farm and 
sold the pigs to neighboring farmers 
or fattened. them for market. 

By buying the calves cheap and 
feeding both calves and hogs at low 
expense, he made money on his live 
stock operations, Last year he sold 
56 head of cattle for $2,300. According 
to his statement, the calves cost $12 
a@ head and it cost about $5 apiece to 
feed them. That left about $1,350 for 
his labor. In addition, from November, 
1912, to March, 1913, he cleared $600 
On his hogs, figuring the cost of feed 
and iabcr So he had returns of 
nearly $2,000 from his live stock last 
ear. 

A letter received from Mr. Paquin, 
in reply to a request for a more de- 
tailed gtatement of his live stock ac- 
counts, affirms the approximate ac- 
curacy of the above figures, He says: 
“The general figures on the cattle and 
hogs, as close as I can get them, are 
as follows: In the fall I would buy the 
cattle for about $12 per-.head, and 
would sell them in the spring for 
about $30. The cost of keeping them 
was about $5 a head, I generally had 
from 60 to 85 head, Regarding the 
hogs, in the fall of 1911 1 had 100 hogs 
valued at $1,200. I bought one car 
of feed at $400; sold $1,300 worth of 
hogs during the winter; and in the 
spring had $900 worth of hogs left. 
Another car of feed cost $400, and the 
labor of one man for six months at 
$20 a month was $120. In the latter 
part of June I sold a@ cCarload for 
$1,245, and had left in July $600 
worth of hogs.” Figuring that up, it 
shows a profit of $1,000 on that year’s 
operations with hogs. A more detail- 
ed statement might bring other factors 
to light. But the fact is evident that 
live stock paid. . 

Then there is the item of manure 
produced annually for 60 acres of 
land, which was the important item 
in improving the soil and hence, the 
value of the farm. Mr, Paquin has 
grown a lot of hay, and his system of 
cheap feeding has enabled him to sell 
most of it. Last year this crop brought 
him $1,368. He cut.nine carloads of 
hay from a 160 acre meadow that has 
pastured 64 head of cattle. Then for 
five or six years, he has produced 
from 2,000 to 3,000 bushels of potatoes 
annually, and he considers this one 
of hig profitable crops. But Wie says 
nothing about wheat.

Canadian cavalry and artillery horses 
will, according to the department of 
agriculture, practically absorb cll the 
available supplies of ilght horses in 
Canada during the coming year. High 
prices for horses of nearly all kinds, 
with the possible exception of heavy 
draft horses, are predicted in Canada. 
for years to come, rm 

Already some thirty thousand 
horses have been purchased i: Can- 
ada for war purposes.~. The British 
war office has purchased in Canada 
more than seven thousand out of the 
fifty thousand horses gecured ‘on this 
side of the Atlantic sitice the outbreak 
of the war. The Canadian govern- 
ment purcnased about seven thousand 
horses for the first contingent and an- 
other ten thousazd are now being 
bought for the gecond and third con- 
tingents. The French and Italian 
governments are also looking for 
horses from Canada. A Toronto firm 
was frecently offered a contract for 
five thousand horses to be purchased 
for the Italian government, The de- 
mand from all quarters for horses for 
war purposes is increasing. 

It is estimated that the total num- 


‘ber of Lorses now engaged in the war 


is one million. The estimated aver- 
age life of th. cavalry horse on active 
service is seven days; of the artillery 
horsé it is thirty days. For army pur- 
poses in the next twelve months, 
therefore, more than twelve months 
horses. will be required. 

An estimate prepared by the de- 
partment of agriculture of the avail- 
able supply in Canada shows that 
there are about forty-six thousand 

ges suitable for cavalry or artil- 
lery purposes. Of these two thous- 
and are in the Maritime Provinces, 
eight thousands in Quebec, twelve 
thousand in Ontario, four thousand in 
Manitoba, seven thousan« in Saskat- 
chewan, twelve thousand in Alberta, 
and one thousand in British Columbia. 

A conservative estimate places the 
total number of horses owned by the 
allies at forty-eight millions, and by 
the enemy at 8,700,000. Of these, of 
course only a small proportion would 


be available for war purposes. The 
supply in German; and Austria is 
already pretty well exhaust-d, and 


those countires have not the resources 
of the United States und other neut- 
ral countries to draw upon. 

It is probable that before the year 
closes~the farmers of Vanada will 
have sold for war purposes. six or 
seven million dollars’ worth of horses. 
When the war closes a good driving 
or riding horse may be as great a 
luxury as a good automobile.

Invaders on 
English Soil 


When Britain Was Attacked In the 
Old Days 

The recent raid on “the English 
coast by German warships is by no 
means the first directed at the heart 
of the British empire. ‘ 

It is rathes curious that Scar 
borough which, together with Hartle 
pool and Whitby, @as «suffered so 
severely from the Gertan raid, 
should have been connected with the 
last serious naval invasion of the old 
country. 

This was in 1779 when a Franco- 
American squadron, under the com 
mand of the redoubtable Paul Jones, 
made a hostile descent on the shores 
of the Solway Firth. At Whitehaven 
he fired one ship and spiked thirty- 
six guns. He then sgailed up the 
Forth and had Edinburgh and Leith 
at his mercy, had not a timely gale 
come on and blown him out to sea. 

Ultimately, off Scarborough, he fell 
in with a large fleet of Baltic mer- 
chantmen under convoy of H.M.8. 
Serapis and Countess of Scarborough. 
Jones at once gave battle, captured 
the latter vessel, and eventually com- 
pelled the captain of the Serapis to 
haul down his flag. It was the most 
desperate and sanguinary engage- 
ment which has ever taken place im- 
mediately off the shores of Britain, 

A later naval engagement off Scar- 
borough took place on February 13th, 
1808, when the Sappho chased and 
brought into action the Danish brig, 
Admiral Jawl, the British ship, in 
half an hour, compelling the enemy to 
capitulate. It is curious to reflect, 
however, that the modern peaceful 
“Queen of Watering Places” was also 
formerly a favorite spot for free- 
booters’ raids and historians have 
chronicled how, in 1377, one Mercer, 
a pirate, attacked Scarborough to 
rescue his father, who was a pris 
oner in the castle, and carried away 
several ships from the harbor. 

Some idea of the consternation 
which was caused by the navcl inva- 
sion of the Thameg by the Duich, and 
the threatened attack on London,, 
may be gathered from the words of 
Pepys, the famous English politician 
and diarist, who, at the time, viz., in 
1667—was acting as secretary to the 
admiralty. 

“The truth is I do fear so much that 
the whole kingdom ig undone * * * 
So God help us, and God knows what 
disorders we may fall into.” 

After it must me remembered that 
Pepys was in no way a “nervy” per- 
son; for during tke great plague a 
year or two previous he remained n 
London and in his official capacity 
alone conducted the entire admin- 
istration of the navy. ‘ 

Pepys, however, had good reason 
to fear the raid for it was conducted 
and organized by that bold Dutch 
seaman, Admiral de ‘Ruyter, who de- 
serves to take rank with Blake and 
Nelson. ; 

It was in order te avenge the de- 
scent the English fleet had made on 
the Dutch coast that De*Ruyter, with 
a fleet of sixty sail and a number of 
troops in transports attacked Sheer- 
ness, which he carried by assault, 
and afterwards sailed up the Medway, 
burning some of the English ships, 
and entered the Thames a second 
time as high as Gravesend besides 
attacking Harwich. 

It was mainly due to the fact that 
peace between England and Holland 
was shortly afterwards declared that _ 
De Ruyter was robbed of the fruits 
of a victory which might have had 
serious consequences for us. 

That was the last occasion on 
which London was seriously threat- 
ened by a hostile fleet. 

One has to go back to the year 1797 
for the last occasion on which the in- 
vaderg set foot on English soi’. 

In that year, when the French re- 
volutionary wars were at tLeir height, 
and through a momentary los; of our 
command of the sea, General Hoche'’s 
expedition to Ireland nearly succeed- 
ed in landing, while a French force of 
1,500 men under General Tste, an 
American adventurer, actually landed 
in Cardigan Bay, on the coast of 
Pembrokeshire. 

This filibustering force, which had 
sailed with orders to burn Bristol 
and make mischief generally, stopped 
first at Irfracombe, where they scut- 
tled a few merchantme.:, But the 
t-oops were not la_ded, vecause there 
were volunteers drawn up ready to 
resist them, 

The expedition, however, did land 
at Fishguard, but the invasivn was 
a total failure, for the force, on be- 
ing surrounded by the loca) militia, 
surrendered without striking » blow. 

That the Germins will receive a 
warm reception if a landing is at- 
tempted in England is a foregone 
conclusion!

Dye Making 'ndustry - 


British Government Will Assist Fin- 
ancing of Company to ® 
Manufacture 


A modified plan for the cevelop- 
ment of the dye making industry to 
supply England with dye stuffs form- 
erly imported from Germany, was an- 
nounced by Walter Runciman, presi- 
dent of the board of agriculture. The 
plan will be undertaken under the 
auspices of the government. It pro- 
vides for the formation of a company 
with a capital of £2,000,000, of which 
one-half will be. placed’ on- subscrip- 
tion. 

The government is prepared to ad- 
vance a pound for every pound sub- 
scribed up to a ao of £1,000,- 
000. If necessary th® government will 
make a further contribution up to 
£500,000, at the rate of £1 for every 
£4 of additional capital subscribed. 

The government advance will bear 
interest of four per cent. and will be 
repayable within twenty-five years. 
The government also will grant $100,- 
000 for laboratory and other inci- 
dentai work,
